In fact, it is just as important for those who have
post office boxes to complete the census. When you begin
completing your census, you will need to select the option
that you have not received an invitation code.

The 10 minutes it takes to complete the census, benefits
our community greatly over the next 10 years! Funding
towards our community is based off the census and goes
towards libraries, schools, roads, etc. If you need
assistance filing your 2020 Census, please do not hesitate
contacting the Village Hall at 217-566-3806.
